The New C P. B. Liner Does Not Make 
the Buu From Japaa in the 
10 Days. 



Thick Fogs Off The Coast the Proba- 
ble Cause— How the Umatilla 
Was Welcomed. 

Yesterday was a very dreary clay for 
tho railway oflSoials uiul otliera interested, 
who wore watuliing -ind waiting for the ar- 
rival of tlie Eiiipruas. From early morning 
until (lark night, frequent pilgrimages to 
tlie telegraph office and outer wharf varied 
the monotony of waiting iu the hotel rea(i- 
iiig rooms and offices.

OOVKRNlllXT AMD Ol'POSITIOM CONTHNTIOMH. 

London, April 27. — In the House of 
Lords, to day, Lord Knutsford, in behalt of 
the GoTcriiiuent, moved the second reading 
of the Bill to coerce Newfoundland. He ur- 
i.'ued that it did not interfere with local col- 
onist question* or the indepen- 
dence c»f the , colonial - legislature. 
Arrangements respecting the fishing rights 
of Fmnoe were binding alike on tlic colony 
aad the empire. The Government iltaiied 
to meet the wishes of tlie colonists so fur as 
was consistent with intenlat!on»l^ obliga- 
tions. If the colonists mode general arbitra- 
tion a sine qua son, the Government must 
go on with the bill. There/'would be ample 
time in (he House of Commons to consider 
ameadments, ond he hoped reasonable coun- 
cils would prevail. He ailded that 
if before the bill should roach 
the House of Cominona the Newfoundland 
legislature should luvc passed an act sulh- 
cicnt to secure the observance of the modm 
Vivendi, the decision of the ai biters on the 
lobster question and tho existing treaties, 
the govermnent Troiild not proceed with 
the bill; but such an act nmst be passed 
(luickly. The govermnent was perfectly 
willing that tlie colony should be ropre- 
sentcd on the coiniiiissioii. The fact wns 
tho colony bad been reiiuired to name a 
delegate Hnd had refused to do so. 

Lord Kiinberly, Libeiul leader, contended 
that the bill ought not to proceed until the 
Legislature of Newfoundland had had time 
to consider the subject further, when he 
hoped it would not ho required. 

Lords Dunraven and Herschell also criti- 
cised the measure adversely. 

Lord S^disbury — The amplest time has 
been given the legislature to act in h.irmony 
with the Imperial Government. It trusts 
that the Legislature will adopt tho measures 
suggesked tind then the bill will not need to 
be pursued. The best and most peaceful 
settlement would be for the Legislature thus 
to take the n>atter in its own hands. 
The bill passed to 'a second reading without 
division. 

THE TIltlNnEIlER's CONTENTION. 

London, April 27. — The Times says it 
must bo admitted that Lord Kimberly had 
found a weak place in the Government case 
on the Newfoundland question, and Lord 
Sali.sbury'a rejoinder did not break the force 
of the objection that the bill stiould have 
been submitted to discussion in the Colonial 
Legislature before being produced for enact- 
ment in tho Imperial Parliament. It seems 
a pity, theTimes adds, that the Colonists 
were.i^pb hi ignorance of the-pitoposed bill 
when' they were committing themselves to 
innpraottcable resolutions from which they 
now appear to be desirous of recedintr.

St. John'k, N. F., April 27. — News has 
been received here to tlie efiect that a iiuiii- 
bcr of vessels in Fortune B;iy have forced 
the blockade and taken buit to St. Pierre.

Talks Over a Few Interestiiiff Mat- 
^ ters With a Colonist Eepre- 
seutative. 



A Eailway Ferry Impracticable— Vic- 
, torla Nevier PrcJadioed by 



A Colonist repreaontativc, yesterday 
uftunionii, waited on I'l-eaident Van Horno, 
of tlio C. 1'. R., in liis rooir.s iit Ihc Driard, 
being veiy cordially received by that one 
of the busiest of men. Several; matters of 
considerable interest were talked over, the 
following being an epitome of tlio conversa- 
tion : III regard to the subject of a railway 
ferry bctwueu VicLoria and Vancouver, Mr. 
Van Horne declared that lie considered it to 
bo impracticable, both on account f)f the 
distance and the force of sea running. 
Moreover, any one who understood any'Jiing 
about such muttci'S, would know tliat, even 
were such a ferry possible, — if there were 
no heavy seus to be encountered — the 
cost of a railway ferry would be much more 
' '^thoin to transfer the freight in the manner 
now followed: A shunting engine would be 
required at both ,ends to pull the cars on 
and p£f. Railway ferries were only resorted 
to where there were long lines of 
- transportation and whcro dangers of 
transport were not present. The Sey- 
mour Narrows project would bo an 
immensely expensive undcrtakiog, one- 
twentieth of the interest on the cost of 
which would cover the entire co.st of trans- 
fer by .stcairer. His attention had la.cn 
diiec'lcil to the letter of "J iiniu.-'. " U a 
childish letter. lie had siipposeil that long 
aince all sensible people had got over the 
ideas that the letter contained. 
He hud not supposed that a single 
person had held such an ojiinion, but there 
wa.s no accounting for what some [icople 
would say. With icgard to what had lieen 
said about the C.l'.H.'s maps and the oniis- 
aiou of Victoria from them, he was not 
aware of any such omission, e.\cept in one 
case and that of a very small map which 
■ hud been ])laced on the 'J'ek'grapli com- 
pany's envelope. Tliat had been corrected 
as soon as discovered. He did. not think 
that "Junius ' could produce any sucli map 
as ho had spoken of. The charge liad been 
made that the agents of the C.P.R. in the 
East had misrepresented Victoria with the 
object of lenetittiug Vancouver. 'J'liis had 
been thoroughly investigated and found to 
be without foundation. Besides, the com- 
pany would promptly disndsa any agent who 
did such a thine;. As to the Chinese steam- 
ships and the disoburge of their freight at 
Victoria, the company were under [a time 
contract for the conveyance of the mails. 
He could liurdly say what would bo practi- 
cable. It might be possible tu unload cargo 
here from the East, were it all taken on at 
one port on the other side; but the difiSculty 
was that it was received at half a dozen 
ports, and for that reason it liatl lieen im- 
possible to keep separate the freight for the 
different points. It could not bo expected 
that the vessel would discbarge her whole 
cargo in order to pick out the Victoria 
freight, and tlien reloud it. The passengers 
and mails would be taken oil' here. 

The reporter intimated that it had been 
stated tiiat a new and more accessible pass 
had lio,-n discovered near the Gold Range, 
and that if one were discovered near Hope 
u line would be adopted through the vat- 
leys, so as to inako the distance cohsider- 
ahly shorter to the coast. 

!Mr. Van Horne said that surveyors were 
still exploring in the Kootenay country, and 
that tlieie was nothing known for certain. 
Moreover, the only other line ot connection 
at present known of was impossible, because 
it would cross and recioss the international 
boundary. It \va.s hoped to tind a route 
from the south end of Okanagon Lake to 
the Frascr Valley, and, as he had said, h 
trusted that the present .survey would be 
successful. He had no doulit that the line 
of Austruliun ateanisliipj would be estab- 
lished; but as yet there was nothing de- 
finite. The company's agents abroad were 
endeavoring to promote immigration from 
abroad as much as possible, and would seek 
to direct a suitable class to the Northwest 
and the Pacitic coast. They lost no oupor- 
tunit^ of presenting the advantages of Brit- 
' ish Cnlunbia.. It was to the interest of the 
' company to endeavor to induce settlement 
in this country, and there was 
no ground ' for. anyone to believe 
that if Vancouver were blotted out uny 
' benefit would aocme to Victoria. Their in- 
terests were almost identical. All the gen- 
tlemen who had accompanied him had been 
highly delighted with the appiaiance, 
growth ami prosperity of Victoria. There 
was, Mr. Van Horne slated, nothing now 
to be said in connection with the freight 
competition between Uie Canadian f'acilic 
and other roads. Victoria would, in any 
case, be kept on as good i; footing as any 
other point. He expected within a year to 
have the company's schedule time nearly 
perfect. In regard to the conipany's e.\- 
tcnsions it was making a few local connec- 
tions in Manitoba in order to curry out its 
undertukings, and would improve and jier- 
fect as mpidly as possible its entire aysieni, 
more esptciidly the main lino. The receiit 
detention in the mountains was not of a 
very seri(jus nature ; a full of trees and 
snow having somewhat impeded travel; but 
as was well Unown, such Work as that of 
clearing it away was slow. 

Reference having been made to the asso- 
ciation of the name of the C. P. K. Company 
with a truns-Atlanlic steamship line, Mr. 
Van Horno said that his company had never 
intended to have a line of tneir own, but 
desired to see and was disposed to encour- 
age an improved ocean service. 

EAILWAY. MATTERS. 

The Board of Trade Discuss Some Points 
With Mr. Van Horne. 

A hastily called meeting of the Board of 
Trade was hold at two o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, several members having expressed 
a desire to meet Mr, W. C. Van Horno, of 
the C P.B., for the purpose of diseussing 
matters with hio concerning Victoria's 
trade. Mr. Van Horne was accon)panicd 
by Mr. Hurry Abbott, gonl, sunt, of the 
Pacific Division, and Mr.' D. .E, Brown, 

general fri'ight agent. 

Mr. Roht. Ward, president, occupied the 
chair, and on Mr. Van Home's arrival 
brielly explained the objects of the inter- 
view. These wore to learn wheiher tin; 
C. P.R. would consider a proposition to give 
Victoria fur her railway facilities, the 
calling of the China Htcamers, and if Iri'ight 
IIS well as Tuails and p.aHsengers wouliThe 
landed at Victoria. Mr. Ward also re- 
ferred to the delays expiM'ienced by Victoria 
consignees in sectn-ing their Oriental goods, 
and the dillVrential rates in favor of Winni- 
peg. 

In reply Mr. Van Horno said that tlio C. 
P.R. had had no control over tlio old line of 
etenmors and had therefore no voice in mak- 
ing rules. Indeed, when' they had given 
out the contract for their now boats it had 



been a constant struggle to keep tho old line 
running up to the present. Now that they 
had the control, everything in trans-Pacific 
rates would be made satisfactory. Through 
strikes there had been a delay in the build- 
ing of tho new boats, bat the Parthia had 
been chartered for a trip between the first 
and second of the new line. So far as dif- 
ferential rates in favocV:b£i)> Winnipeg were 
concerned, the ' C^P.B^Iliad nothing to do 
with th'^jnaking of tbem;v In this connec- 
.tion he*'mlght ypoint; "out that the C. I'. K. 
paid lOo. per hundred ■ for lighterage on 
freight between the Mainland and Victoria. 
The question of discharging Victoria freight 
here would have to be decided later on. If 
it wore found necessary— because of having 
to take freight at rarioua points — to take 
Victoria freight to Vancouver, there would 
be no delay in forwarding it to destination. 
\\ ith regard to railway ferriage of cars from 
the muiidand, he could nob see how such au 
arrangement could be entered into 
From his experience of transfer boats, he 
knew tho expense would make it im])ratic- 
able; the distance between the niainlaiul 
and the island was too great. At.Mackinaw 
they had a ferry of six niika, but the trade 
was small and the cost was high. The two 
boats used co.it STOO.OOO. It cost as mncli 
to transfer one pound of car as it di<l one 
pound of freight. In order to transfer in 
the way proposed here the boats would 
prove very expensive. He could ([uite ap- 
preciate the desire of Victorians to liuve the 
freight brought here in bulk, hut it wa.s a 
nialter of seuliinent as niucli as of business. 
Il<! could see no justitication at present for 
the large expenditure necessary to form u 
rail connection with Victoria, hy means of 
Seymour narrows, and lliouglit if the pre- 
sent stounier scrviccwitli the mainland could 
be improved and cheapened all tho neces- 
sary facilities would bo furnished. Phis 
wus a point ho intended taking up with the 
C. I'. N. Co. on the present visit. Nothing 
would be left undone liv his company to in- 
crease the value of the tervice in this way. 

President \\'ard said that propos.als from 
.several railway conipauies had been submit- 
ted to the city, nnd this was the reason the 
matter hud been brought to his attention. 

Mr. Van Horne .said the C. P. B. were 
fully ulivo to tho importance of the Victoria 
and Vancouver Island trade, but nature wns 
against them, they could neither bridge the 
Gulf nortnnnelit. Hecould uotsce why Vic- 
t oria, possessingthc excel lent system of wa ter 
carriage she did, should desire the railway 
service. The ferry service proposed, via the 
.Straits of Fuca, he considered too expensive, 
and therefore impracticable. .'Mthougli 
their Mission branch to tieattle was open, 
the chief trade would undoubtedly be car- 
rieil on by steamer, either of the C. 1'. X. 
Company or themselves. He imagined 
pa.ssengers to the Sound would jirefcr every 
time to take the steamer in preference to 
the dusty rail travel. After some further 
remarks on rates, Mr. ^\'anl thanked M 
Van Uorue for his attendance. 

Mr. Van Horne, in acknowledgment, eai 
if anyone in Victoria had cause of complaii 
against the C. I'. R. or its oilicers, he hoped 
that instead of feeling badly a^d keeping 
(|uiet they wo\ild let the company know 
their gricvnnci,' hifori! they coiidennied 
it and its oilicers, all of wluini, both execu- 
tive nnrl directors, would, ho was sure, do 
nil that was possible to facilitute business. 
Any represtntations, whether from this 
Board or individuals, would he repeated 
receive tho utmost attention. 

The meeting adjourned.

i ABLAZE WITH LIGHT. 



The City of San Francisco Gives a 
Giorioas Welcome to President 
Harrison- . 



Dazzling: Illuminatious in His Honor 
— Thuudei's of Salutes— The Party 
at tlie Palace- 



.San Fr.AKCisco, April 25. — President 
Harrison was welcoiuetl to San Fruncisco, 
to-night, witli tlie booming of cannon, 
acrearaing of whistlea, burning of fireworlia 
and cheering from thousands of people. 
The cordial reception that ho received wus 
a fitting ending to the long rouudubout 
journey across the continent. Tlio welcome 
of the great city of the Pacific began more 
than a hundred miles fromtho Golden Gate, 
at the . little town of Modesto, where the 
^..prcsideutiol train arrived at 2.30 p.m. Hero 
a oommitteo representing the citizens of San 
•S -lPA&SiscoJ: the Loyal Legion and th«Gr*nd 
' .'.Army of' the Bepublic, Mexican veterans 
l and, the - Oftltfornia pioneers met the Presi- 
/vdeiit. -The ,poiieer8,:4;brough their chair- 
j vinan, preaeinted aia^ address of welcome 
r'and]. urged the ''Prissident to vi^ilt 
! \] tUero ' at' tlieir ' buildinig during his stay in 
' Saa' Francisco. While the special car 
that brought the committee was being at- 
tached to the President's train . the Presi- 
dent was receiving un ovation from au im- 
mense crowd gathered about the rear plat- 
form of tlie observation car. At Latlirop 
another ovation awaited tlio President, who 
thanked tlie people for tlieir reception. A 
uniiiber of other stations along the route 
al.iO gave the President ciitliusiastic recep- 
tions. As the liour oi seven struck, the 
President's train exactly on time, arrived 
at the slip in Oaklaiul, wliere a ferry boat 
was waiting to take tlie jiarty acro.sa the 
bay to San Francisco. Tliuse Oukliaul peo- 
ple who did not go to .San Prunciaoo to take 
part in the ovation turned out en inaaso, 
and tlie train was heartily clieered as it. 
passed alimg the streets of the town to the 
ferry. At the slip the San Francisco citi- 
V zens reception coniniittee. Gen. Huger ami 
staff, and Gen. Diinond, of tlie California 
National Guard, .iiid .stall', nieC the Presi- 
dent. After greetings had been exchanged 
tho entire party went on board the ferry, 
wliicli started almost iinniediatoly, amid tlie 
cheers of the crowd. As tho ferry 
steamer Piedmont left the Oakland pier, 
which had all its Hags raised and all its 
lights burning, the marine pageant in tlie 
bay was only partially revealed, as Cioat 
Isle interveneil. But high upon Twin 
Peaks, on Telegraph Hill and on the sum- 
mit of Nob Hill glowed red beacon tires, 
placed there to signal a welcome. Along 
the water front, at a little ubovo tide level, 
spa^led au encircling belt of electric lights, 
glisKning like glbW'Worma . of brilliancy. 
Here and there mod0 the 'docks' loomed up 
columns of red lire, throwing a rosy blush 
over the-hard by waters. When the marine 
spectacle came luirly into view of the presi- 
dential party the picture from tho water 
•was complete. Liglits glistened from the 
tops of tapering masts and along the lino of 
rigging down to the levels of the snowy 
docks. The waters of tho buy over the 
wide surrounding area glistened around the 
gaily bedecked vessels. .Stretching across 
the cliaimel was a bank of \\'elcomiiig lights. 
Tho spectacle increased in brilliancy as the 
boat drew nearer and nearer to the shore. 
^ From the decks of the erniser Charleston 
and from the isolated fortilications of Al- 
CJktraz, and from the decks of several other 
vessels a thunder of cannons shouted an up- 
roarious welcome. At the ferry landing on 
this side Mayor .Sanderson and other city 
olHcials were in waiting and gave the Presi- 
dent and party a formal welcome to San 
Prancisco. The greeting of the vast crowds 
there assembled wus most enthusiastic, the 
air baiug rent with cheers. The presidential 
party now entered carriages, and, under 
military escort, started for the ilechanics' 
Pavilion. Homes had been deserted, and 
the streets were thronged wit1i people early 
in the evening. San Francisco's populace, 
in its entirety, seemed turning out to wel- 
coniB President Harrison and party. Every- 
body had but'one destination, and that was 
Market street, iip which the party was to 
pass the pavilion on the way from 
tho ferry. When the march up street 
commenced there most have been 
. rl60,000 people crowded on the side- 
walks, ill windows and on housetops. Mar- 
ket street wos as light tis day. . The radi- 
ance was omitted from long lines of electric 
lights placed along the street, from a multi- 
tude of lanterns of gorgeous hues ami from 
armies of tapers ]ilact'd by patriotic citizens 
for the individual tribute of our leading 
business thoroughfare. Fireworks traced 
their tiery illuminations through the sky 
from the lower levels and from elevated 
peaks. 'The President was accorded one 
long ovation during the ride, cheer after 
cheer going up from the struggling crowd, 
80 anxious were they to see and to greet the 
nation's chief. The scene inside the ])a- 
vilion was brilliant. Mrs. Harrisoi. ami 
tho ladies of the party did not alight at the 
entrance, but drove on to the Palace hotel, 
uiid ao missed one of the niost iiii^ircssivc 
sights of tho trip. The President and his 
parly marched the full length of tho hall 
to till! platform erected at one end. Those 
who had been fortunate enough to have ob- 
tained admisriion to the galleries broke into 
prolonged cheers, which were continued 
until the various military companies that 
participated in the parade began to march 
in, to tho music of several bauds, and formed 
around the sides of the hall. When all the 
companies had bern formed tlie general 
.publio was admitted, and tho people, in 
d^yes, hurried in one door, past the Prcsi 
' deiit's stand, and out another door, inauy of 
tBein cheering as tkey passiad'the President, 
: ■who stood in the midst of a group of prom- 
inent men, including GoTernor Markham, 
Mayor Sanderson, Senator-elect Felton, 
Senator Stanford, ex-Congressman Morrow 
and Congresiman McKennii. At II o'clock 
the imbhc reception was i/oiicludcil. 'J'lie 
J'resident and parly went direcl to the 
Palace hotel and retired for the night.

THE NORTH LAND. 

That /Undiscovered Coantrj'— Another Solen. 
tlflo Exploration to Alaska and 
Beyond. 

Since . tbis', davs of Sir John Franklin, 
whose ' ill-starred fate when searching for 
the North Pole and tho open sea surround- 
ing it, attracted so much interest to that in- 
clement quarter, time i'.nd again have en- 
deavors been made to pierce those inhos- 
pitublo regions. Tho result has been that 
important information has been obtained as 
to the fauna und flora of that section, while 
meteorological results of tho moat viduablo 
description have been secured, Amongst 
Others who have nchioved luvme luul fmnij 
for v/hut tlioy have done iii this direotiort !9 
Lieut. Schwutka, who in 1870-80 discovered 
and brought away many relics of the Frank- 
lin expedition, and also buried, whore ho 
found them, all that was left of the above- 
mentioned party. During that expedition 
the Lieutenant travelled by sledge 3,2.51 
statute miles, the longest journey of the 
kind on record, subsequent to whioll he ex- 
plored the course of the Yukon River in 
Alaska. His enquiries in 188.3 were con- 
ducted under the auspices of the United 
States Government, and in 188G in connec- 
tion with the New York Times. He holds 
several medals and orders of merit, among 
them the Badge of Honor of the Imperial 
Geographical Society of Russia. 

Lieutenant Schwatka arrived in Victoria ' 
on Sunday night, accompanied by bis: wife 
and little daughter, and registered at the 
Driard. His mission is to explore the inter- 
ior of Alaska, his present expedition boint; 
under the auspiceti of the New York Led- 
ger, tho field of his operationslying between 
the Yukon River, in British dolumbia, tho 
Atna. and Tunana Rivers, and possibly to 
the edge of Behring's Sea. The Ameri&m 
Government and the U. S. Coast Survey 
have supplied the instruments neccssnry to 
the .sii.; ;os3 n£ the enteriirise. The Wash- 
ington (Government have also given the uso 
of their vessels in Alaskan waters, where 
BUoh service is possible without interfering 
with their regular ihitiee. Dr. C. Willard 
Hayes, of the U. .S. (leological Survey, will 
have charge of the seientilic department, und 
Lieut. iSchwatka expresses liinisolf ns hope- 
ful of securing a great omount of valuable 
dotaila wliieh it hua not previously been pos- 
sible to obtain. During the Lieutenant's 
absenoe Mrs. Sobwatku and daughter vyiU 
remain at Sitka. '

A SATART ALECK. 

There aro some men and some newspapers 
that haven't souse enough to be civil. Their 
ambition is to be thought sharp and clever. 
In order to raise a laugh or to create the 
' impression that they aro keen and sly they 
are ready to perpetrdte any impertinence 
and to take tlie most unwarnintable liberties 
•witli the truth. They are the " smart 
alecka " of tho time. Five men out of six 
dislike and despise them, and the sixth is 
afraid of thom because he is a fool. 
' ,TheNew8>Advertiaer is doing its best, or 
' worst, to earn for itself the character of a 
amart-aleck. Without provocation of any 
kind, merely to show how clever it is and to 
gain a reputation for being kill- 
ingly sarcastic, it speaks of its 
neighbors and contemporaries in tho 
most .. insolent; .and offensive .way. In 
its issiie of the 25th, it tissails the' people' of 
Victoria because some of them liave seen fit 
to talk about giving a railway, which makes 
Victoria its ocean terminus a bonus. Tliougb 
there ia no definite sclieme before tho 
public, thougli tlic citizens in general treat 
the projects that are talked about very 
coolly indeed, and though neither of the 
newspapers of the citj' has serionsly dis- 
cussed such proposals as have been iiuule, 
the News-Advertiser would liavc its reailora 
believe that the inhabitants of Victoria are 
railway mad. Lest wo should bo accused of 
exaggeration, we re-produce the opening 
sentences of the Advertiser's article : 

" Some cities, like individuals, aro af- 
flicted with nioiinmania. The city of V'ic- 
toria is one of these places, and at present 
it ia passing through a severe attacli of llie 
disL'.ase. The peculiar direction which ihe 
malady takes in the Capital City, is that of 
fancying tluit nature and circumstances 
have combined to make it a — we hud almcst 
said the — railway centre of this Continent. 
As a mad dog manifesta symptoms of hydro- 
pliobia whenever it sees water, so the 
people of Victoria develop their feeling in 
the most acute stage whenever railway pro- 
jects in other parts of tho province are 
under coiibideration." 

There may be a few silly persons in Van- 
couver who regard this as smart writing, 
bat we are quite sure that the great majori- 
ty of its inhabitants, who are able to rend 
and write, will coodemn it as mischievous, 
as well as untruthful, traah. It is mischiev- 
ous, in so far as its mocking tone and the 
unfriendly spirit in whicli it is written, is 
calculated to engender ill-feeling between 
the two cities. Kvil-speaking, lying and 
slandering like the above do not tend to 
promote good neiglihorhood, and it is in the 
interest both of Victoria and Vancouver 
that their inhabitants .should live on tho 
most friendly terms with cadi other. It is 
only men of the emart aleck calibre who 
think tliat Vancouver can be benefited in 
any way by ridiculing and abusing Vic- 
toria. 

No ono but a shallow-pated and ill-na- 
tured chatterer will find fault with the citi- 
zens of Victoria for trying to make the best 
of the natural advantages of their city, or 
for resorting to any prootioable scheme to 
overcome any of its disadvantages. 'In sonic 
respects it is a disadvantage to Victoria 
to he situated on an island. It 
derives many advantages from its insular 
position, and from being tho part of the 
province easiest of access and nearest to the 
ocean, -but there being a stretch of salt 
- water between it and the railway termini 
\ of the continent is a drawback. When pro- 
posals are made to lesson the disadvantage 
of this drawback, or to take it away alto- 
gether, tlie citizens of Victoria woiiM Ijo 
very foolisli indeed to reject them without 
examination. They should listen atten- 
tively to all that the projectors have to say 
in behalf of tlieir several schemes, in order 
to be able to decide wliether they ore prac- 
ticable or not. Tho Board of Trade has 
dono this and no more, with respect to the 
proposal made by the Nortli Am;'ri- 
can ('ompany. The City Council 
Las, as far as wo know, spent very little 
time in deliberating upon the matter, and 



as we have already hinted the proposals 
I have been ^ery far indeed from creating an 
excitement among tlie citizens generally. 
They ai c, no doubt, being quietly consider- 
ed by thoughtful Victorians, and as there 
has been no agitation to disturb or unset- 
tle their judgment, tlie decision at wliich 
they will arrive will certainly bo a rciisou- 
able one. .; . ; . » 

It is impossible to imngino proposals of 
such importance being moro dispas.sionately 
considered than aro tliosc thit luivo been 
lately made respecting direct railway con- 
nection between Victoria iiiid the Mainland. 
Tho man who ,,ridiculea Viotoriuns because 
such schemes have been proposed ocbecatise, 
being, proposed, they have not been sum- 
marily rejected, writes himself down an ass. 

CHEAP sua A II. 

It is more than likely that tlie people of 
the. Doininiou will have ciieap sugar liefcuc 
very long. The aboiitinn of (lie dutie; 
raw sugar in the JStatoa will make a similar 
measure necessary iu this country. If sugar 
is very dear in Canada and very cheap 
across the line, it would be simply inipos 
siblo to i>revent sugar being extensively 
smuggled into Canada. Human iiaturi 
su constituted tliat, \vhfiiuvi;r the duties 
so high as to mako snuiggliiig worth while, 
men will smuggle, and the facilities for 
smuggling along a frontier of three tliousand 
miles long aro very great indeed. 

It ia not likely that the Uoniinion Ciovcrn 
ment will allow cither Canadians or Ameri- 
cans (o be exposed to the temptation wliich 
u great disparity in the price of sugar on 
the two sides of the boundary line would 
create. 

By giving the people cheap sugar tho Gov 
ernment will be, so to speak, kill two 
birds with one stone. It will be taking 
temptation out of the way of both Can- 
adians and Americans, us we have already 
said, and it will be sure to please the people 
of this Dominion. Canadians are large cun 
sumera of sugar, and they do like to get a 
good article at a low price. They cannot, 
therefore, fail to appreciate the boon of 
cheap sugar, and they will bo sure to be 
grateful to the (Jovernment tliat extends it 
to them. 

Taking the duty off raw sugar 
will be no violation of the iniii- 
ciplcs of the National Policy. Sugar is 
not to any great extent produced in Canada, 
It is merely refilled there. If the duty is 
taken oil raw sugar and retained, or only 
slii;htly lowered, on refined sugar ,the re- 
finers will have their protection still. Get- 
ting the raw sugar much cheaper they wid 
be able to sell products of tlicir refineries 
lower than they do now and still make their 
present protit. 

The only question with tlie Government 
then is can it afford to do without the duty 
now levied on raw sugar ? We see that the 
decrease in revenue which the abolition of 
the duty on raw sugar will cause is calcu- 
lated to be three millions of dollars. This ia 
a pretty big sum, but as the (joveriinieiit has 
a surplus and as it is bound to economize, 
the loss will not embarrass it a great deal. 
There is, therefore, good reason to believe 
that the liovernment will make the change 
which will be a great advantage to the peo- 
ple without being a very serious inconveu- 
icnce to itself. 



AMERICAN RAIL WA )',V. 

Tlie Duke of Marlborough h.aa not been 
generally regarded by the newspaper reader 
of Great Britain or Canada as a man of 
bnisiness. A very great deal has been said 
and written to create the impression that he 
is exactly the reverse. It will, therefore, 
bo a surprise to most people to find that lie 
has contributed .in article — and a very 
readable one — to the Fortnightly Review, 
on American railways. The title of the 
piper ia "Virginia Mines and American 
Rails," and it is apparently the first of a 
series on the same subject. 

Tho Duke writes like a keen businessman 
of a great deal more than average iutelli- 
geiicc. He takes a liird's eye view, as it 
were, of the svholc railway system of tho 
States, and gives a graphic sketch of its 
history and of the methods of American 
railway men. 

He does not flatter American railway pro- 
jectors and railway builders. For ways 
that are darli and for tricks that aro not, 
by any means, vain they have been, accord- 
ing to tlie noble Duke, very peculiar. Tlie 
first roads, built to a very great extent with 
English money, did not bring the investors 
any return. As many of our readers will be 
curious to know how a Duko writes about 
railwoya, wo will give them his description 
of the operations of the promoters of many 
of the roads in tha United States. .Speak- 
ing of the Erie system, tho Pennsylvania 
extensions, the Reading, the West Shore, 
the Wabash, the Union Pacific, Northern 
Pacific, etc., he says : 

"When these large railway systema were 
laid out and planned in America under 
state charters, and lands granted adjacent 
to the line, tho Hcliemea were bonded for 
iinmeiise sums, often for greater than the 
system cost when first opened. T)ic pro- 
moters and undertakers lloated their gold 
blinds in ihe ICuropeaii markets, built tho 
roails as cheaply and as poorly us they 
could, throwing tho sleepers across the 
prairies and putting down the rails with no 
ballast but earth and providing only 
wooden bridges. The English public 
boueht the stock, enterprising anauoiera ad- 
vertised the railway system and the advan- 
tages of the land grants in every small 
town of Great Brittun and Germany. Emi- 
grants poured in and the land was taken 
up. The shares of these railways, which 
were iu truth only worth the paper they 
were printed on, were forced and manipu- 
lated on every .stock exchange in the 
world. The undertakers sold tlie popcr 
they had printed, besides dbiainiiig the 
profit on scamping the expeiiillluru pro- 
vided by the gold bunds, and then came 
the era of renewals of cipiipinent bunds, of 
income bonds, and all the niullifnriousi ile- 
vict 9 of tl)o speculator for fieeciug the in- 
vesting public on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic." 

This is not a pleasant picture to look 



upon, but there is too much reason to bo 
lieve that it is true to life. Nor is the 
Duke's description of the system of railway 
financing at nil brighter or more creditable 
to those who worked it than the methods 
of lloatinc railway schomesand constructing 
railways. Tho devices that are 
resorted to to get possession 
of railways shows that to steal u railway in 
the United States, at any rate, is by no 
means an iiiipiiasible feat. Wrecking mil- 
ways financially, seeiii:-, acctirdiiig to tlie 
reviewer, to be a profession in the States, ami, 
if what he says is true, N'oum,' Ives is not by 
any means tho only Napoleon of Finance, 
whose field of operation has been the United 
States. Some of these 'Napoleons have 
been brilliantly ' successful, and luive 
made immense fartuncs at the expense of 
the honest and uniiuspoctiiig investor. 
The way in which they do llieir work is 
described in the article before us, and the 
writer does not hesitate in his description 
to call a spade a spade. 

If the policy he advises British 
iiivestora to adopt bo followed, the 
devices of the wreckers and spec- 
ulators will not be aa successful in 
the future as they have been in the past. 
Ho would have British stockholders fight 
tlio scliemers with their own weapons. He 
advises them to combine for the purpose of 
giving the stock they liold its legitimate in- 
tluence in the election of directors and in 
the iiianiigeiiicnt of roads. 

The Duke of Marlborough, nolwitlistaiid- 
ing all that British investors have lost or 
been cheated out of, is of opinion that 
American railways arc good property, that 
Xhi^Vf. !■< .scarcely an American road which, 
if carefully and honestly miuiaged, would 
not yield a good dividend to iis (uvm 
This is part of what he say.s on tliat subject: 

" Vet, next to real estate in the la 
towns (if tile States, lailway property is 
probably the most valuable of all tonus of 
wealth in America. Any railway decently 
managed can and should jiay a dividend on 
it.H shares. It is a matter of certainly that 
every year will see this form of property 
gradually rise in vuliio as large and well- 
considered schemes of consolidation take 
shape." 

Although the financial management of 
Amoricam railways is so open to question, 
they do their work well and oheoply. A 

ton of freight is carried a mile for one-third 
of M-hat it is cari-ied on British railways, 
the accommodation for passengers is good, 
and their arrangements as regards baggage, 
etc., admirable. An Eng ishinan ia 
quoted as saying: "I went to America, 
this autumn, with my son, and wo travelled 
over more than twelve thousand miles of 
railway all over the continent, and wo 
never had a hitch or failed to make a con- 
tion throughout all the journey."

Captain (Jrant, the own- 
er of the boat designed her, and she was 
built ill Yokohama and launched only last 
niontli. Her dimen.sions are : length of 
keel 71 feet, lireadth of be un 21 feet 6 
inches, depth of hold S feet. Her hull is of 
native wood, her spars Oregon pine and her 
sails Aincrii.'iui canvass. On her niaidi-n 
trip from Yokohama here, which was made 
in 27 days, she answered all expectations. 
The work of fitting out will commence at 
once, nnd she will sail for Behring's Sea in 
a couple of weeks. 

A DASTARDLY PLOT. 

Georee Vienna tbe Object of a Cowardly 
and llnscrapnions Enemr's 
Anser. 

Tho police have at last got hold of a case 
that will enable them to display all tho de- 
tective ability of which they are possessed. 
It is being looked after by Sergeant Wojker, 
who, during the vacation of Chief Slieppard, 
is at the head of the force, anil he hopes be- 
fore very lung to fasten upon the guilty 
party, anil bring him to justice. 

On Thursday evening last, the incident 
occurred, which opened tho eyes of George 
Vienna to the fact tluil he has some vinilic- 
tive enemy who is plotting tho destruction 
of himself and his family. The facts are 
briefly as f lUow : The Italian pcaiuit- ven- 
dor wlio ofi'ers bis stock to llic public at the 
Pritchurd House corner, until the last strag- 
lers aro going home, was himself on his way 
to his cottage near the water froui;, and 
almost opposite Vienna's house, on the 
night mentioned, when he saw a man, 
whose appearance he did not note carefully 
in the darkness, coming from Vienna's. On 
catching sight of the "peanut man," this 
fellow took to his heels, dropping something 
as he ran. The something was picked up, 
und instead of proving to be a bottle of 
whiskey, as was at first thought, it was 
found to bo a bottle of coal oil. Proceeding 
a littli! further, to the spot the run- 
away apparently came from, a stick 
of dynamite and a small case of 
giant powder were found with a piece of 
fu"c, evidently intended for immediate use. 
These dangerous articles were taken possess- 
ion of by the peanut vendor, who began to 
smell a mice, and who told Vienna what he 
had seen. 

The discovery of these tangible signs of 
some one moaning mischief induced Mr. 
Vienna to reflect a little upon other things, 
which, before, he had paid little atfenlion 
to. It was only a few weeks ago that his 
house had caught fire, but, fortunately, the 
flames were discovered before much harm 
had been done. At the time, it was thought 
that a Hying piece of fuel had done the mis- 
chief. Then, a little later, he received a 
letter from the post ofiice, which ho took 
home but did net read for a couple of days, 
the correspontlent, in whom ho takes the 
greatest interest, writing in Greek. This 
letter was in English, and not Tory good 
English either. In it tho anonymous writer 
stated that ho had better get riil of some- 
one in his employ, if ho didn't want to have 
his house burnt over his head. Who tho 
objectional party is, he does not know, and, 
until the xircsent, he was not aware that he 
had an eneray in the world. He bus given 
the letter, as well as the dynamite, etc, to 
Sergeant Walker, and it niay' prove a tise- 
ful clue.

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A RAILWAY CENTEE. 

(Vancouvor News-Advortlsor, April 25.) 
Some cities, lil;e indiviiluals, arc uniioted 
with mononmnia. Tlio city of Viuloria ia 
one of these plin;c3, and at present it is pass- 
ing throufjh a severe altaclc of the disease. 

■The peculiar direction which the malady 
takes in the Capital city, is that of fancying 
that natun; and circiinistanoes have com- 
bined to maku it ' a —we had almost said 
the — railway centre of this continent. As a 
mad dof! niaiiifosla of syiiiptoni^f of liydro- 
phohia whuin^ior it .SL'CK water, ko the peo- 
ple of Victoi'iii develop their feelings in the 
niostacnte stage, whenever railway projects 
in other parts of the Province are nnder 
consideration. The residents of tlie Jvlain- 
land will, we are snre, .sympathise with 
this weakness of their Island neighbors and, 
while pitying the waste of energy which the 
latter display on this one point, will not 
fail to take to theniselvoa the lessons which 
are to be lenrneil from the actions of the 
people of Vietoria. 

There are three nostrums presented for 
the relief of iliis longing to see a railwuy cur 
start from Viutoriu and go tliroagli to iNew 
York or Montreal with il.s freight of pass- 
engers or m'Tcliiindise. Kaeh of tlie.se pro- 
posals is backed hy enthiisia.stio promoters, 
all professing tlieniselves able to carry 
through their schemes to completion if the 
taxpavers of Victoria will only foot the 
hills. " The last in the field, but not the 
least successful in working up puhlic opinion 
in favor of their scheme, are the promoters 
of a railway from I'eochcr U^iy (about L'O 
miles southwest of Victoria) to I'ort Cres- 
cent, in Waaliington. The scheme includeH 
a railway to the former point, and then a 
railway ferry across the .Straits, a di.stance 

-of about nine miles, to I'ort Crescent, where 

'Connection would bo made with a railwuy 
which is to run in a .toiitherly direction 
from there ami connect witli the Northern 
Pacific liailway. In fact, it is understood 

, that the lutterrailway company is giving 
encrauragemont to the scheme. All that is 
"'ksked of the City of Victoria is a bonus of 

jl,QOO,OOQ, not a large sum to secure a per- 

ifebt ours of the ifaalady with which it is 
alHioted— railway centre hunger. 

'"•'The next proposal (although in point of 
time anterior to cither of tho others, having 
beeni before the taxpayers for consideration 
some two years ago, when one of their pe- 
riodical attacks was upon them) is that of a 
short line of railwuy to Suanich. From 
there a ferry is to carry the railway cj.rs 
across tho Gulf of Georgia to a point near 
the mouth of the Fraser river, and thence 
over a railway to he constructed to New 
M'cstiiHiister, they would be turned over to 
tlie Cjiiadiati Piicific Railway, ami through 
railway coiiuininieation he cst ibli:died with 
the Eist. Like the r.eeulier l!ay route, the 
Saanich sehejue coiitcni[Uates a railway 
ferry over a wide cxpaii.se of .sea and in 
both instances across w iters that would 
make tlie operation of a railway ferry more 
anluous thun, as far as we know, is the 
ease with any other railway ferry in exist- 
ence. lUit this does not licter the project- 
ors if th(^y cun only land a through car on 
the wliarf .it Victoria, even tlumgh the car 
itself should serve no otlier purpose thiin 
that of a packing case after it left the 
Canadian Pacific Kailway. 

With tho occurrence of the present at- 
tack, the familiar namo of the Canadiun 
Western Railway is again heard._ Its pro- 
'. moters have accepted the invitation of the 
.VfiVictoria Board of Trade, and make the fol- 
lowing modest proposal, the acceptance of 

•which may induce them to commence active 
operations ui the way of the construction of 
their road. They ask for a guarantee from 
Victoria of five per cent, for 25 years on 
$3,0p{),0O9j or an^aggregato payment (if the 
guarantor shonla bo called upon, whicli may 
be assmrted os almost certain of huppeuiny), 
of 8:i,TuO,000. VBiit we think that this last 
proposal is the one which Vietoria should 
select, if it decides that it has to take one 
of this.thrce. The promoters of the Cana- 
dian Western Railww intend to build 
a bona fldo railway to Victoria, and a ferry 
forms no part of their scheme. The 
amount they ask from Victoria is a 
mere hagat lie in comparison with even the 
cost of the bridges, and the works to con- 
nect the Island with tho Mainland, and, 
after that is done, tliis entet])ritiing com- 
pany has to contend with the natural dilh- 
culties and olistacles to railway construction 
for the first two hundred milss of its route, 
which makes tliosc encountered by the Can- 
adian, Pacific Railway apjiear insij.'uificaiit. 
The expcndiiiue of so much money will be a 
benefit to every per.son in Kritish Columl^ia, 
and the people of Victoria, should they 
decide to vote the proposed gurantee, will 
be entitled to tlie hearty thanks of every 
resident on the Mainland. We shall follow, 
with much interest, the further steps in the 
development nf this magnificent and philan- 
thropic project. 

THE HUMAN miVY AFFECTED BY 
ATMOS il ERI (J C H A -N (i 1«.

A MIDNIGHT FIKE. 

The Elite licatauraul on Johnson Street 
Completely Gutteil, 

At midnight, on Sunday, George Ainor- 
sen, proprietor of the IClite restaurant, on 
Johnson street, extinguished hi.s lights, 
locked his doors and retired for the night; 
his rooms being over the kitchen, and on 
the second iloor of the new Anderson build- 
ing, in which the restaurant is situutcd. 
Less than an hour later lie was awakened 
by the smell of thick, suflbcating smoke, to 
the fact that his ])reiniaes wore on fire. He 
reniovcrl his wife and two children to the 
Oriental hotel, carried his trunk to a place 
of safety and then reported the fire at ci* 
ginc house No. 2, where Box 31 v/as pulled. 
By thia time the fire had ansumed threaten- 
ing proportions. A huge column of black 
smoke was ascending, and flames .were 
bursting from ill the windows on the first 
and second floors. The firemen got to work 
without delay, three streams from the John 
Grant being directed into the building. In 
a few minutes the flames wore quenched, 
and the labor of firiiting a 
blind tire commenced. The con- 
tents of the restaurant and Amorsen's 
rooms were entirely destroyed ; the stock of 
Martin's hat and shoo store, adjoining, wa.1 
slightly damaged by water, and some sam- 
ples in Shorey's rooms, on the second floor, 
were also thoroughly soaked. The third 
floor, unoccupied, was not reached by the 
fire, nor was any damage done to Mr. Hart's 
establishment adjoining. Tlio building in 
the rear, connected witli the restaurant by 
a wooden bridge, caught twice, but was not 
damaged. $1,500 will cover the loss on the 
building ; §700 Amorsen's loss ; and $300 
that of Alartin & Co. Tlio two former items 
are covered by insurance. The origin of 
the fire ia a profound mystery, and thn sud- 
denness with wliicli the tlanies appeared in 
all parts of the building, accompanied by 
clouds of heavy smoke, is also surprising. 
Three ndnules after the alarm was given, 
the plate glass front burst, and fell with a 
crash ; and a quarter of an hour later no 
fire was to be seen. It is puzzling to see 
what produced or fed the volume of flame. 
An enquiry into the cause of the fire may be 
made; 



FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

Summary of Henry Clews & Cc's AYeeWy ^ew 
York Financial Ulrcnlar. 

Messrs. Henry Clews k Co.'s New York 

financial circular, just to hand, saya that 
the stock market had retained the recent 
improvement in so far as activity and specu- 
lative spirit, but had been rather irregular 
as to prices. One of these ciiusca was that 
a large amount of Northern Pacific stock 
had come on the market from inside as well 
as outside sources, which hud not only 
caused weakness in that important group of 
securities, but had disturbed confidence and 
the stability of other is.iues. Moreover, 
the export of about ten millions of specie 
had had its efiect upon the local money 
market, while events had occurred that 
were calculated to disturb hopes as to the 
efficacy of the Western Traffic Association 
ua a means of regulating railroad competi- 
tion. For two successive days, the regular 
meeting of the advisory board was unable 
to got a quorum, and had to adjourn with 
an earnest, not to say menacing, appeal to 
the members to assemble nt the earliest pos- 
sible day. This seeming slight of the ob- 
jects of the association came from 
the Miaaouri Pacific, the Union 
Pacific and the Southern I'ucific. 
On the other hand, the exports of gold are 
not lilcely to go much further, especially aa 
the Berlin bankers promptly countermanded 
their orders for specie when the rates of ex- 
change deprive shipments of a profit. The 
hardening tendency in money is refarded 
as only transient and likely to bo followed 
by free shipments of currency from the in- 
terior. The improvement in the business 
of tlie roads in the Granger section is con- 
strued 08 a hopeful symptom. Not only is 
the acreage of winter wheat largo, but its 
condition is much above the average, and 
the current weather is favorable to the de- 
velopment of the ])lant. The prospect of 
poor cro|)s in I'jurope has iniluced a pliuitiiig 
of .spring wheat on this nidi; the Atlantic, 
which iironiise.s to snriiass uU prejcdiMit in 
acreage, and the weather is favornlile to 
sowing it under excellent ooiidilions, while 
tlio same remarks apply to other crops.
